PEACE TREATY ABOUT FINISHED 


Prospect That the Articles Will Be 
Signed on Saturday—Minor Points 
to Be Adjusted. 


Paris, Dec. 7.—There was no joint session 
of the Peace commissions today, as the 
Spaniards are still occupied in translating 


/ the American answer to their proposals in 


regard to the status of Spanish subjects in 
the annexed territories. 

As cabled last evening, the eight prin- 
cipal articles of the treaty are settled and 
all that remains for the commissions to 
attend to is the settlement of the minor 
points of thetreaty. The latter will proba- 
bly be signed on Saturday next. Secretary 
Ojeda of the Spanish commission said to- 
day: : 

“It is painful for us to remain here hag- 
gling over details, since the main points 
have been, settled and we have been obliged 
to relinquish our colonies. 

** All the work will be finished this week. 
The commercial treaty between the United 
States and Spain will be negotiated on the 
reéstablishment of diplomatic relations, and 
the question of Spanish ships and products 
in Cuba and Porto Rico will be included 
therein.”’ 

Hongkong, Dec. 7.—General Riewodidos 
and Dr. Lesdajluna, representatives of the 
Filipino junta, started today for Washing- 
ton under instructions “‘ to endeavor to re- 
move misapprehensions and suspicions and 
cultivate the friendliest relations with the 
American government and people.”

ENGLAND PROTESTS 
AGAINST EXCLUSIVE 
CONTROL OF CANAL. 


Sir Julian Raucnefote Calls Attention of 
the Washington Government to the 
Clayton-Bulwer Treaty — Possibility 
of Friction. | 


New York Dec. 7.—[{Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says the 
British Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
called today on Secretary of State Hay, and, 
laying before him the British side of the 
Nicaraguan Canal case, as the British find 
it in the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, protested 
that the exclusive control of the prospective 
canal by the United States wou!d be a viola- 
tion of the convention entered into in 1850. 

As the State department holds that Great 
Britain cannot interfere with this govern- 
mert’s declared intention to build the Nic- 
araguan Canal, there is no doubt that Sir 
Julian was formally notified of this coun- 
try’s attitude. | 

Some of the alarmists assume to believe 
that the British position in this matter por- 
tends serious friction between the United 
States and Great Britdin. Nevertheless, the 
Senate committee having the matter in 
charge went promptly to work today on the 
bill. The consensus of Senatoridl and State 
department opinion is that England will 
fume for awhile for the purpose of seeing 
if diplomacy can gain her the immense ad- 
vantage of having joint control of the canal 
with the United States. 

Diplomatic opinion is otherwise, however, 
and the British Ambassador's sturdy front 
lends a piquant interest to the subject. 
Should British opposition continue beyond 
the ordinary limits of diplomatic insistence 
the Senate may abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. 

London, Dec. 7.—The Washington corre- 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle says: 

“I have ascertained from the highest 
source that President McKinley has no 
thought of ignoring or violating British 
rights under the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
When the proper time arrives England will 
be invited to codperate regarding the canal.” 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Times makes a similar statement. 

The Daily Chronicle says editorially: 
“There probably will be some division of 
opinion in England on the question of mak- 
ing the canal with public money. There is 
no reason why the work should not be done 
by private enterprise under a governmental 
guarantee by both nations. Our interest in 
the matter is only that the canal should be 
free, neutral, and open to all the world on 
equal terms.’’

By night it had come to a question of what 
sort of franchise the traction companies can 
get; not what kind they want. The Mayor, 
encouraged by the substantial backing his 
course had met, went so far as to declare 
flatfooted that the companies would get no 
franchise at all under the Allen law, already 
repudiated and scheduled for a speedy re-. 
peal. On this line Mr. Harrison has mare 
shaled his cohorts for the long contest. 


Inquiry by “ The Tribune.” 

THE TRIBUNE early in the morning sent 
telegrams to the twenty-five Aldermen 
named by George E. Cole, ex-President of 
the Municipal Voters’ league, as certain to 
support the Mayor’s veto, asking them if 
they would do so. Nineteen replied that, 
they would. Two were non-committal. The 
support of three was pledged by friends and 
one was not heard from at all.

As reinforcement for the Mayor, the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the Republican County 
Central committee sent a request to the 
twenty-two Republican Aldermen in the 
Council to vote against the franchise. The 
action of the county convention in repudiat- 
ing the Allen law was cited. 

The Harrison Democrats flocked to the 
support of the Mayor and called meetings 
for Friday night in each ward to organize 
for a finish fight on the extension ordinance. 

The Real Estate board, as told elsewhere, 
took a sharp hit at the extension ordinance 


_by the adoption of resolutions hostile to it by 


a vote which might as well have been unani- 
mous—50 to 12. 


Shrewd Plan of Companies. ~ 

The developments of the day all went fo 
show the first position of the street rail- 
way companies, as indicated in the Lyman 
ordinance, was what a poker player would 
call “‘a big bluff,”” made on the business 
principles of the second-hand clothing deal- 
er who sets his first price at a figure which 
will allow him to shade it down until he 
can meet the pocket book of the purchasé 
and still make a profit. . 

No secret is made of the/fact the street 
car companies are willing to make conces- 
sions in the two important points of com- 
pensation and life of the ordinance. It 
was even given out they would accept a 
twenty-years term and run the compensa- 
tion up to 5 or even a higher percentage oh 
their gross receipts if it is necessary. ‘ 

Mayor Harrison denied a story that his 
friends were preparing an ordinance sup- 
posed to meet his views. 

“I will not consent to the passage of any 
ordinance, no matter what its terms, which 
is drawn under the provisions of the Allen 
law,”’ hé said. “ Ifthe companies want their 
franchises extended let them consent to wip- 
ing the Allen law off the statute books an@ 
come before the Council with clean hands. 
Then, if they offer the city fair terms, there 
will be no trouble in passing a proper ordi- 
nance. As it is now, however, we have them 
whipped to a standstill,”’ 


Violent Talk Without Foundation. 

The wildest stories were circulated during 
the day hinting of violence to members of the 
Council who favored the long term grant. 
The most able-bodied of these was one that 
the Mayor had said if street hangings began 
he would not turn in riot calls, because there 
would be no need of police interference. Mr. 
Harrison, asked about this, said it was abse- 
lutely false, and that it was ridiculous on its 
face. 
Another story had it that Alderman Peter 
Biewer’s house, Oakley avenue and Twenty- 
second place, was te be dynamited if he vot- 


ed for the franchise, The Alderman and his 
neighbors laughed gt this. Mr. Biewer point- 
ed to two big dogs in his dooryard and saia 


he guessed they would take caré of any dy- 
namiters.

Mayor’s Friends Start Independent 
Ward Clubs—Resolutions for To- 
morrow’s Meetings. 


The fight over the extension ordinance al- 
ready has played havoc with Democratic pol- 
ities. It has split the party in two, and out 
of the trouble yesterday came a movement 
looking to the organization of a Harrison 
machine in every ward, which will receive 


} recognition from the County committee. The

The meeting of officers of ward clubs fa- 
vorable to the Mayor was held at-the Tre- 
mont House in the afternoon. John J. Hayes 
of the Eleventh Ward, a friend of Mr. Harri- 
son, presided, and the meeting itself was 
suggested by Secretary Burke. It called 
meetings of all the Democratic ward clubs 
for tomorrow evening, at which resolutions 
denouncing the proposed ordinance are to be 
introduced, and drew up a form for such res- 
olutions, in which Democratic Aldermen who 
vote for the ordinance are denounced as 
‘* traitors to their party.”’ 

The resolutions read as follows:

Refuse to Indorse the 
Long Term Grant. 


HARD WORDS FOR YERKES 


Committee to Report, on E. A, 
Cummings’ Resolution 
on Jan. 1, 1905. 


COLE CALLS IT A CRIME. 


The Real Estate board emphatically re- 
fused to indorse the fifty-year franchise for 
the traction companies at its monthly meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon after a stormy and 
sensational session. E. A. Cummings of- 
fered a resolution favoring the extension 
of the ordinances for half a century and 
asking the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the subject. The resolution fol- 
lows: 

Whereas, The question of the extension of the 
franchises of the street railway companies of 
Chicago is before the Common Council for its con- 
sideration; 

Whereas, It is believed that there is danger of 
a disagreement between the railway companies 
and the municipal authorities upon the terms and 
conditions of such extension; 

Whereas, We consider it to be at this time the 
duty of citizens who represses real estate interests 
to give expression to their views on this impor- 
tant question, and, as far as possible, in a solu- 
tion of the problem, to the end that delay in its 
settlement may be avoided, and thereby danger 
to the great interests of the City of Chicago be 
overcome; 

Whereas, This meeting has great confidence in 
the administration, yet the expression of the 
views of a body of citizens representing such im-

DUCKWORTH MURDER MYSTERY 


Kansas Man Is Said to Have Been Shot 
by an Embezzler Seeking to Hide | 
His Own Identity. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 7.—The Post Dispatch 
today throws light on a mysterious shooting 
that occurred in St. Louis on June 14, 1897, 
and resulted in the death of EHiott L. Duck- 
worth at Kansas City, Kas., some time 
after that. According to the story, Duck- 
worth came to 8t. Louis from Springfie!'d, 
Mo., to meet Edward L. Dolling, an Indi- 
ana bank cashier, who in a letter had of- 
fered the former a remunerative position. 

Before meeting Dolling, Duckworth, who 
had registered at the Planters Hotel, strolled 
out to Forest Park, where he was later found 
on the same day badly wounded, with a 
bullet hole in his head and a revolver lying 
beside him. It was apparently a case of 
suicide. In the wounded man’s pocket was 
found a card bearing: these words: “I am 
Edward L. Dolling of Terre Haute, Ind. In 
case of accident——’"’ : 

Dolling, it appears, was at that time 
wanted for embezzling $30,000 from a bank 
in a small town near Terre Haute, Ind. He 
disappeared about fhe time he wrote the 
letter to Duckworth, making the St. Louis 
appointment with the latter. Dolling and 
Duckworth, who re not acquainted per- 
sonally, resembled each other to a remarka- 
ble degree. © The story goes on to say that 
Duckworth was decoyed to this city by 
Dolling and fatally shot, a card put in his 
pocket with the latter’s name on it, and the 
wounded man passed off on the police and 
the public as the missing embezzler. 

Hutchinson, Kas., Dec. 7.—[ Special. ]—Sev- 
eral months before he died Elliott Duck- 
worth gave his sister, Mrs. Eva C. Hutchin- 
son, of this State a full account of the 8t. 
Louis affair. The day before going to St. 


jouls he was at Nichols Junction, Mo., when 


he was approached by a stranger who hand- 
ed him a letter from Edward L. Dolling. 
The stranger also furnished him money for 
a ticket to St. Louls. He then bought Duck- 
worth a revolver. Duckworth took the first 
train to St. Louis to meet Dolling and the 
stranger, who was Dolling or his agent, must 
have followed by the next train, as Duck- 
worth was shot the next day with the re- 
volver sold to the stranger at Nichols 
Junction. Duckworth worked in Terre 
Haute the winter before this. His striking 
resemblance to Dolling had no doubt at- 
tracted the attention of the latter, who nad 
kept track of him. 

Springfield, Mo., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—All 
that is known here cf E. L. Duckworth, who 
was found fatally shot in Forest Park, St. 
Louis, in 1897, is given in a statement by his 
sister, Mrs. E. W. Rexroad, of this city. 
She says fer brother visited her at this 
place in May, 1897, some weeks before he 
was snot, that he was given to fits of de- 


|} spondency, and that she was satisfied that 


he committed suicide. The card, “BP. L. 

Dolling,”’ found in her brother's pocket, she 

says, Was written by him and that the hand-

Peking, Dec.7.—The ager Empress’ an- 
ger at Kang-Yu- Wel, theCantonese reform- 
er, is said to have culminated in a secret 
order sent to the Ghinese Minister at Tokio, 
Japan, instructing the latter. to capture

. Riders Do Some Great Sprinting. 

It is inspiring, it is electrifying, and every 
one yells. for some one of the riders., The 
riders themselves already had the spirit, but 
the yells, the shouting, the music from the 
great band in thecenter start their tired legs 
—they must be tired—to whirling faster and 
faster. Waller jumps out like a crazy man 
and shoots to the lead, then up goes Pierce 
and Waller catches to hisrear wheel. Miller 
is pledding, plodding round the track, but he 
catches inspiration from the eye of Miss 
Hanson, and away he goes. 

Then the bedlam increases and the speed 
improves. The riders had been going at a 
twelve to fiffeen mile gait, they improved it 
to eighteen: miles and then totwenty. For 
a time they were gaing better even than that. 
But nature will not allow the strain, trainers 
will not allow their men to do themselyes up 
in that style, and there is a general waving of 
hands along the homestretch. The hands are 
those of a hundred trainers looking after 
the twenty-two men. 

They slow down again, and every one set- 
tles back to rest and recuperate. Some have 
lost voices, some have even lost ‘identity.

Man Declares John Collins Gave Him 
Money and Watch Trying to Get 
Him to Kill Aged Father—Favored 
Blowing Up House with Dynamite— 
Colored Man Backs Up Evilience 
with Damaging Letter — Was 
* Bleeding ” the Son. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 7.—{Special.]—Johnson 
Jordon, the main witness for the prosecu- 
tion in the Collins murder trial, today swore 


that John Collins hired him to kill his father. 


Jordon told of meeting John Collins at 
Lawrence. Then he said: ‘“ Collins told me 
he wanted & piece of dirty work done. He 
said he wanted a man put out of the way 
and said he would make it worth my while. 
He showed me a picture. ‘ He is supposed 
to be my father, but he ain't,’ Collins said’ 
to me. He talked about giving me $2,000 or 
$3,000 to do_the job. I told him that I would 
take $75 down and see him afterwards. The 
next: morning Jess Harper gave me 
which: we divided.”’ 

Jordon then told about meeting John Col- 
lins in a negro resort in Topeka by appoint- 
ment made by Harper. “ At this meeting,” 
said Jordon, ‘‘ Collins asked me then if I 
knew anything about dynamite. I told him 
I was a professional dynamiter, and he 
asked me if I could blow up the house in 
which his mother and father lived. I sald 
yes, and he said it was a grandidea. He said 
he didn’t have the money. but would give me 
his watch and chain. I was to go to Kansas 
City and buy a bomb. Before John gave me 
the watch he scratched a picture of a woman 
out of the case.”’ 

Jorden today positively identified the 
watch taken from a woman at Newton, 
Kas., as the one Collins gave him. Fol- 
lowing is an unsigned letter he received two 
days before the murder: | 

“I ask that vou make me an explanation 
at once, either by letter, telegram, or by 


seeing me :n person, as to why you did not " 


keep your promise to me about last night. 
It has placed me in an exceedingly danger- 
ous position, as I had planned all my affairs 
cn the supposition that you would keep your 
promise at any risk. Write me at once fully 
as to what is the matter and as to whether 
I may expect that you will attend to things 
for me tonight. I was much @disap- 
pointed not to hear anything last night. 
Tell me at once what is the matter. I shali 
expect that you attend to things tonight, 
rain or shine, without fail, as this will be 
the last chance. After I have trusted you 
as I have you shouid not fall me in an emer- 
gency like this. Be careful not to get pinched, 
as either failure or delay would be disastrous 
to both you and me now. Tell me whether 
you went to Kansas City and if so why 
things did not come off, and let me know 


‘whether I may not expect something tonight 


without fail. I shall try you this once more 
tonight, and I will trust you not to fail me, 
as I still trust you in spite of your failure 
and long delay, but I shall lose all confidence 
in you if you fail me tonight. 

‘** Write me fully as to what you have done 
since I saw you and as to what your plans 
are for tonight. Mark the envelope ‘ per- 
sonal.’ Burn this letter at once, as I will 
do with yours. Now, do not disappoint me 
again. I shall expect to hear from you twice 
before morning, once by letter and again in 
a different way.’’ 

This letter is on both sides of the two sep- 
arate sheets of paper and is printed in that 
peculiar manner which has been charac- 
teristic of all of Collins’ notes and letters. 

Jordon said that he had no intention of kill- 
ing the elder Collins. He only wanted to 
‘‘bleed-’’ John. The night before the mur- 
der Jordon went to Emporta. He was seen 
in that eity at 10 o’clock the night of the 
murder and at 7 o'clock the next morning. 
These facts perhaps saved him from the 
charge of which John Collins is on trial.

Mrs. Jaycox was a grandniece of 
General Meade of Connecticut. She was 
married in 1877 at Galena, Ill, to Mr. Jay- 
cox, who for many years was connected with 
the passenger department of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad and who was also 
the traffic manager of the World’s Fair rail- 
road. The remains will arrive on Saturday, 
the funtral taking piace in Rosehill on Sun- 
day afternoon. Services will be held in the 
Rosehill Chapel at 1:30 o'clock.

PEACE TREATY IN SIGHT. 

At last the peace compact of Paris is 
practically an accomplished fact. All the 
essential features of the treaty have been 
disposed of, and though Spain is still show- 
ing its resentful stubbornness on some 
minor points, the negotiations are about 
at an end. As Spain spitefully refuses 
to act decently about the ceding of one 
of the Carolines and about several other 
gemall matters, the United States govern- 
ment has no more favors to throw away 
on that ungrateful nation. The American 
commissioners have done rightly in re- 
jecting the Spaniards’ free shipping proposi- 
tion in Cuba and Porto Rico until Spain 
}ffers an adequate quid pro quo in return. 
They are right in sticking chiefly to the 
points of the protocol and in closing up 


the treaty until some future time when 


Spain is not so sulky and ugly tempered. 
The rough draft of the treaty, as it now 
_ Stands, is a long document. which Senator 
Davis says will be found to be one of 
the most interesting state papers ever writ- 
ten. It provides for Spain’s relinquishment 
of sovereignty in Cuba, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippines, and arranges for the with- 
drawal of the remaining Spanish troops 
from all the islands. In addition to the 
bonus of $20,000,000 for the Philippines 
the American government has further 
shown its generosity by agreeing to trans- 
port all Spanish prisoners home from the 
Philippines, after guaranteeing their safe 
release from the hands of the insurgents. 
' These prisoners ,may thank their lucky 
stars that Uncle Sam has the Filipinos in 
hand; otherwise they would probably have 
meta different fate. Yet surly, sulky Spain

America 
‘has appeared on the scéne in the character 
of a peacemaker, and, while it will protect its 
own rights, it has no intention of encroach- 
ing upon the rights of anybody else. 


IN WHOM IS THE STREET FEE! 

A few of the streets in this city are section 
lines. The others, with the exception of those 
where the property was condemned, were 
laid out by the persons who bought sec- 
tions or half and quarter sections from 
the government, or by the individuals who 
bought from these first purchasers and 
then subdivided their land into lots. 

When the property-owners dedicated 

streets they did so with the expectation 
that those streets were to be for perpetual 
public use, for the accommodation of foot 
passengers, vehicles, and horses. The 
men who laid out and dedicated streets 
did not understand that they were giving 
those streets unconditionally to future Al- 
dermen to be disposed of by them as they 
saw fit to the injury of the owners of abut- 
ting property. It never entered their heads 
that they were empowering Aldermen prac- 
tically to sell those streets to private cor- 
porations to be monopolized for purposes 
of private gain through the running of 
_ horse, cable, electric, and other kinds of 
ears. 
Why are not the grantors of these streets 
and their assigns warranted in demand- 
ing that a fair rental shall be paid into 
the city treasury for the use of the streets, 
‘the money to be expended on street im- 
provements? Simple, common justice de- 
mands that the owners of property front- 
ing on streets it is proposed to turn over 
to the traction companies should be al- 
lowed to go into court and contest there 
the validity of grants which did not pro- 
vide for the payment into the city treasury 
of an adequate rental to be expended in 
cleaning, repaving, and improving those 
streets. | 

A large part of the real estate of Chicago is 
rented. The rentals paid by tenants depend 
largely on the condition of the streets the 
property fronts on. If those streets are 


the rents are higher. Where the streets 
are in bad condition the rents are lower 
and the tenants do less business. It is to 
the interest of both landlords and tenants 
that the streets should be kept in the best 
possible condition. | 
| The traction companies are entitled to 
a fair return on the capital invested by 
them. But they have no right to go be- 
yond that and collect for the use of their 
cars a gum which gives them profits far 
in excess of those which real estate owners 
obtain on the average from their rentals. 
Nevertheless Yerkes & Co. are exacting 
on capital invested by them a profit from 
two to five times that obtained from the 
rent of the property fronting on the streets 
on which their cars run, And yet those 
streets formed part once of that abutting 
property and were cut out of it to be dedi- 
cated to public uses. | 

When a street is vacated the land reverts 
to the owners of the abutting property. 
The streets on whith the traction com- 
panies run their cars have not been vacated, 
but the use of those streets has practically 
been confiscated by the companies which 
pay the city nothing therefor. This is a 
gross, palpable wrong which would not 
be inflicted on the people if their Alder- 
manic representatives were not bribed. 

They should be punished. So, too, should 
be punished the agents of the companies 
who lead them into temptation and offer 
them bribes to induce them to betray the in- 
terests of citizens. Disgrace is not sufficient. 
Public contempt is not adequate ‘punish- 
ment. They should be followed up close- 
ly till evidence of their guilt has been un- 
earthed and then they should be sent to the 
penitentiary. 


A Peking dispatch states 
THE FRENCR that France has sent an 
IN CHINA. ultimatum to the Chinese 
government threatening 
that unless the French missionary now held 
a prisoner by the rebels of Sze-Chuen be re- 
leased within ten days a force of French 
troops will be ordered across the frontier. 
There will be some curiosity to see whetber 
\this act has any connection with the en- 
forcement of the concession by which France 
desires to gain possession of one of the sub- 
urbs of Shanghai. As Great Britain and the 
United States have united in protesting 
against the granting of this French conces- 
sion any move on the part of France to wrest 
it fom China, though done under cover ofa 
real grievance, would be sure to result in 
some interesting complications. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY “CURRENCY RE- 
FORM.” 


Before Secretary Chase devised the na- 
tional bank note system in 1863 there was— 
and had been in existence for many years— 
a system of bank note issues which was ex- 
ceedingly expensiveand faulty. The people 
abandoned it without regret and have never 
‘asked for a return to it. Yet Secretary 
Gage seems to be enamored with that old, 
objectionable system. There is nothing in 
his plan of “ currency reform ” which is not 
borrowed in substance from the faulty 
methods of earlier years. He invites Con- 
gress to make a backward march, and he 
calls it progress. He proposes te return to 
the system of loose banking which dis- 
tinguished the wildcat era with ite inor- 
dinate currency expansion, its unsecured 
bank note issues, and inevitable bank 
failures. | 

No bank notes should be issued which 
have not behind them national bonds as the 
security for the ultimate redemption of 
those notes in gold. When thus secured the 
bank notes will be safe, and not otherwise. 
Yet the Secretary of the Treasury wants 
the banks allowed to issue notes against 
general assets instead of bonds, and wants

It is true that the government suffered 
from a scarcity of gold in the Treasury 
for the redemption of greenbacks in 1893 
and 1894. That scarcity was caused, how- 
ever, by the lack of revenue for the support 
of the government. Had the revenue been 
adequate there would have been no. con- 
tinued panic and run on the Treasury for 
gold. The annual deficit of from 50 to 75 
millions was the “endless chain” which 
With ample revenues 
there will be no “ endless chain.” 

Suppose the Treasury’ had held in 1893 
or in any subsequent year when it was in 
need of gold 60 or 75 millions in national 
bank notes. Suppose it had presented those 
notes to the banks which issued them and 
asked for gold. Would the banks have re- 
deemed their notes in that metal? No. 
They would have tendered silver dollars, 
worth in Europe from 45 to 60 cents on the 
dollar. They would have insisted on their 
right to redeem their notes in legal] tender 
silver whose bullion value was only one-half 
its face value. The Treasury did not do 
that. It got the gold it needed and re- 
deemed in that metal every legal! tender note 
which was presented. Government paper is 
safer than bank notes not secured by bonds. 

The sum and substance of Secretary 
Gage’s “currency reform” is the funding 
of 346 millions of legal tender notes, com- 
monly called greenbacks, in 3 per cent 
bonds, thus involving an extra yearly ex- 
pense of 10 million dollars for interest, and 
the supplying of the lac of those green- 
backs with notes which, if secured, are se- 
cured only by being made a lien on assets 
which represent the money of depositors. 
Those notes will add to the difficulties of 
the bank which issues them, whenever there 
is a pinch or a panic, and increase the like- 
lihood of its going to smash. That is not 
the “reform” the people desire. 

They prefer to keep the greenbacks. 
There will be no trouble about their gold 
redemption as long as the revenues are kept 
equal to the expenditures. Nor will there 
be any lack of flexibility or expansibility in 
the currency. The people do not want the 
credit or paper money they use to be the 
notes of corporations, secured, when se- 
cured at all, by commercial assets. No 
smaller person than the nation itself should 
be allowed to issue notes, which are its 
debts, pass them as money, and draw in- 
terest on them, unless those notes are se- 
cured by national gold bonds. Such notes 
are unobjectionable. 

The Secretary may preach his “ currency 
reform ” views incessantly, but he will not 
be able to induce the people to go back- 
wards and take up a system which, after 
long trial, their fathers abandoned because 
it was so intolerably bad.

SENATOR VEST AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

Senator Vest has introduced a joint resolu- 
tion declaring that— 

Under the constitution of the United States no 
power is given to the federal government to ac- 
quire territory to be held and governed permu- 
nently as colonies. The colonial system of Eu- 
ropean nations cannot be estabiished -under our 
present constitution, but all territory acquired by 
the government, except such smai] umount 4% may 
be necessary for coaling stations, correction of 
boundaries, and similar governmental purposes, 
must be acquired and glverned with the purpose 
of ultimately organizing such Territury into Stause 
suitable for admission into Lhe union, 

‘he Senator trom Missvuri aves not quote 
any passage from the coustitution denying 
to the general government the power to ac- 
quire territory to be held and governed for 
an indefinite length of timeas a dependency, 
‘belonging to the union, but not forming a 
part of the union, as the organized Terri- 
tories do. There is no such pass:ge. The 
Senator has simply put his construction on 
the constitution to the effect that the only 
purpose for which the Philippines can be 
acquired is for the ultimate purpose of 
making States of them. This is not the 
first time that he has x8 to ex- 
pound the constitution. In 1861 he con- 
tended that under it secession was lawful. 

If Congress were to adopt the Senator’s 
joint resolution he would go on to contend 
that as the Philippines cannot be treated 
as a dependency they cannot be given a 
tariff differing in any respect from that 
of the United States, and that all Philip- 
pine products must be admitted free into 
the United States and yice versa. He 
would contend further that all the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines must be looked 
on as citizens of the United States, with 
an undisputed right to come to this coun- 
try and vote here after living long enough 
ina State. He would allege that the Ameri- 
can workingmen would be ruined by an it- 
flow of Philippine cheap labor. And he 
would declare that for these reasons he 
intended to vote against ratifying a treaty 
which gives the Philippines to the United 
States. | 

It is true that the national government 
never has controlled any territory which 
it has not treated after a brief time as if 
it was an integral part of the United States, 
to be organized ultimately into a State or 
States. But it does not follow that the 
United States cannot own territory which 
it governs as if it were outside of the 
United States, while belonging to it. The 
only opinion of the Supreme Court bear- 
ing on this point is the one which Senator 
Vest has drawn on for his joint resolution. 
It is the opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
Taney in the Dred Scott case. . 

The Chief Justice asserted in that 
opinion that “ there is certainly no power 
given by the éonstitution to the federal 
government to establish or maintain colonies 
bordering on the United States or at a dis- 
tance to be ruled and governed at its own 
pleasure ”; that territory “ is acquired to be- 
come a State, and not to be held as a colons 
and governed by Congress with absolute 
authority,” and that “a power in the gen-

Senator Vest is not ignorant. however, 
of the point which the Chief Justice was 
seeking to establish. That was that Con- 
gress did not have the power to prohibit 
slavery in*any part of the territory ac- 
quired by the general government from 
France or Mexico. He desired to prove 
that the Missouri compromise was uncon- 
stitutional. When he asserted that Con- 
gress did not have “absolute authority ” 
in a territory be meant that Congress had 
no right to keep a slaveholder from taking 
his slaves there and enjoying “ his rights 
of property as secured by the constitution.” 

Taney’s argument was a plea for the slave- 
holders. It has no authority and no weight. 
It was not a decision, but the expression 
of his opinion. The Supreme Court has 
not passed on the question of the right 
of the general government to hold and 
govern dependent territory. That right 
was freely.admitted, however, in the de- 
bates in Congress on the Louisiana pur- 
chase. Senator Vest should read those de- 
bates before he presses his resolution, 

If the Senator does not like the name 
* colony,” then the Philippines can be called 
} by some other name, such as a “ dependent 
territory.” Names count for nothing. He 
may rest assured that the Philippines will 
be acquired, but not for the purpose of 
making States of them, and that they will 
not be allowed to force their way into the 
union. Their inhabitants will be ruled 
justly, as the inhabitants of other territories 
have been. They will be content to stay 
at home and never will want to come to 
this country, with its cold climate, to get 
work.

Southern White Woman Speaks in De- 
fense of the Negro—Kindly Rela- 
tion Between the Two Races. 


A Southern woman whose family is the 
one white family on a cotton plantation in 


5,000 acres and peopled with colored tenant= 
numbering thirty-five families in all, accord- 
ing to the New York Sun, maintains that the 
negro is as chivalrous and kindly by nature 
as the white man, and that the assumption 
that his presence is a menace to vhe wh.:te 
women of the South is most unfair. In 
speaking of the recent disturbances in the 
South and the comments and sitatemenis 
which they have provoked, she said: 

**T and my girl tes young women who 
happened to be visiting’us, habitually walked 
and rode and drove everywhere on that 
plantation and in the surrounding country, 
in out-of-the-way lonely roads and wooded 
tracts, wherever we happened to want to go. 
We never met with anything but respectful 
and kindly treatment, and the men of the 
family never seemed to apprehend that we 
would be in danger. The negro has as much 
chivalry and courtesy in mind for the native 
Southern woman or for any white woman as 
@ white man has, and is willing and ready 
to do her service on the slightest intimation 
that she needs such. ° 

“‘And another thing. The negroes living 
on this particular plantation were not im- 
maculate, and at times there were strained 
relations between them and the landowner 
or employer, but they never visited this 
disaffection on the landowners’ women folks, 
who trusted them. Sometimes a bale or a 
couple of bales of cotton would be taken 
from the yard or the ginhouse at night. 
The negroes would help the Sheriff to track 
the bale and to detect the thief, and he would 
be sent to the penitentiary. Invariably 
when that negro had served his term he 
came back to his old haunts and went to 
work again. If he harbored resentment it 
never showed itself in brutality. The lum- 
ber mill on the place was burned down twice, 
two years apart; the smokehouse was 
robbed, the potato banks and sugarcane 
banks were opened, and there were-vother 
depredations, showing that the tenants were 
not altogether saintly, but their slips and 
backslidings never took the form of insult 

or outrage. I have read of lynchings and of 
the need for them, but in each ease with 
the feeling that there was another underly- 
ing cause, some harsh, browbeating treat- 
ment of the negro that culminated, even if 
indirectly, in this form of outrage. I doubt 
seriously if a trueborn Southern lady, one 
whom the negroes respected-as such, was 
ever subjected to rude treatment by a negro 
tenant or employé. And the unfortunate 
woman victim of lynching events will in 
nearly every case be found to be associated 
with the common, underbred, negro-hating 
order of white men in the Southern white 
population, people whose fathers never 
owned slaves or owned much of anything, 
mentally or materially, and who are jealous 
of the negro’s advancement and fitness for 
places of trust. | 

“I have ‘a friend, a Southern woman, 
barely 28 years old and of attractive person- 
ality, who at this moment is living on the 


only an aged maiden aunt for companion, 
in a homestead entirely surrounded by negro 
cabins. The nearby plantations have been 
sold to cotton factors and storekeepers, 
who have turned them over to an agent to be 
rented out in little lots to negroes, practically 
putting the girl’s home in a black belt. This 
white woman has only the kindliest relations 
with her negro neighbors. When she drives 
off to town, ten miles away, to buy supplies, 
they get her to execute little commissions 
that will save them the journey. In return

Growing Richer in War Times. 


We go on record as one of the few nations . - 
that have ever been able to boast of coming . 


ut of a war richer than when they went 


inio it. 


According to Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts, 


the war with Spain cost the United States 
$164,932,228. Up to June 30, the close of the 
fiscal year, the real drain on the War and 
Navy departments had only begun. At that 
time the increase of expenditures from this. 
cause amounted to $43,041,732 for the former 
and $24,262,438 for the latter. During the 
four succeeding months the War department 


pent $107,520,368 and the Navy department 


$27,459,577. These sums exceeded the de- 
partment expenses during the same’period 
last year by $81,613,131 and $16,014,926 re- 
spectively. The sum of $164,932,228, men- 
tioned above as the cost of the war, repre- 
sents the unusual expenditure of the two 


epartments named. 
And yet while these heavy expenditures 


were going on the increase in the gold re- 
serve was steadily exceeding the war drain, 
so that it left the Treasury-really stronger at 
the close than it had been at the opening of 
the fiscal year. The insignificant shrinkage 
in the amount of the assets was more than 
compensated for in the improvement which 
took place in their character.

BAR TEACHERS’ FREE LUNCH. 


Instructors in Cooking Classes Relieved 
from Serving as Waiters for 
Other Pedagogues. 


“Shall the cooking classes of the public 

schools be run as a restaurant or lunch 
counter for the benefit of the teachers in the 
schools in which the instruction is given?’ 
- Mrs. Ella F. Young, superintendent of the 
department of household arts, put this ques- 
tion to the committee in charge of that study 
yesterday and also asked: ‘‘ Shall the teach- 
er of cooking act as a waiter tothe principal 
as well as a cook, and not only cook his 
lunch but carry it up to him at his room?” 

‘* Most emphatically not,’’ replied Superin- 
tendent Andrews, “if the members of the 
committee will support me. What! make 
a teacher a waiter, a servant to the principal. 
the same as in any hotel? I should think 
not.”” | 

The teachers of the school where cooking 
is taught, it was said, are at the door of the 
cooking class room as soon as the hour of 
noon is reached, and they insist upon the 
cooking teachers making their coffee, warm- 
ing up their lunches, or cooking something 
for them. Mrs. Young was authorized to 
close the cooking rooms at noon and keep 
them closed until they are needed in the 
afternoon. 

The Alexander H. Revell prize of $50 for 
the best wdesign-of how a schoolroom can 
be economically decorated was awarded by 
the committee of the Central Art association 
to Miss B. Ostertag, and honorable mention 
was given to a design by Miss Mary Hayden. 


ASK M’KINLEY TO BUY ISLANDS. 


Rock Island Citizens Petition Him to 
Purchase the Carolines, Peleu, 
and Ladrone Groups. 


Rock Island, Ill., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—For 
several days a petition has been extensively 
signed here urging upon the President the 
purchase of the Caroline, Peleu, and La- 
drone groups of islands in the Pacific. 

The petition alleges these islands are es- 
sential to commercial maintenance of the 
Philippine archipelago; that most of these 
island@ were settled and held by Americans 
fifty years ago; that the natives have long 
prayed for American protection; that a 
guarantee of religious freedom is useless 80 
long as they remain under foreign control; 
that the only practicable cable route follows 
the @droline plateau; that their size, char- 
acter,|/ and location are such as to render 
them the key to the western Pacific. 

The petition was forwarded to Washing- 
ton tonight bearing 500 names and last night 
a joint telegram signed by fifteen representa- 
tive citizens, including clergy and profes- 
sional men, was sent to the President on 


the same subject.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 

After hesitating for almost an entire year 
Emperor William has at length consented 
to allow the completely imbecile Duke of 
Talleyrand-Perigord, so long known at 
Paris as the Prince of Sagan, to inherit the 
Prussian Dukedom of Sagan, as well as the 
immense estates which belong thereto, and 
which are a fieff of the Prussian crown. 

These estates are situated in the eastern 
portion of the dominions of Emperor W4ll- 
iam, and the latter, in view of their proxim- 
ity to the Russian frontier, has stipulated 
that their administration and sole control 
shall be vested in the hands of the crazy 
Duke’s German half-brother, Count George 
Kanitz, who is a master of ceremonies of 
the court of Berlin, and an executor, as 
well as a step-son-in-law, of the late Duke 


of Sagan. 
That is to sdy Count Kanitz will remain 
in possession of the castle and the huge 


domain of Sagan, which comprises a large 
and prosperous town as well as a number 
of villages, and will.only turn over to the 
Duke’s representatives in France a portion 
of the revenues of the estate after all his 
expenses of maintenance and "management 
have been deducted. 
‘In this way a difficult problem has been 
solved in a sense Satisfactory to the Prus- 
sian Crown. 
The old Duke of-Sagan and of Talleyrand, 
who died suddenly last winter at an ad- 
vanced age, was so close and intimate a 
friend of the reigning family of Prussia 
that in spite of his French nationality, 
which he never surrendered, his loyalty was 
never called into question at Berlin, where 
indeed he lived | during the greater part 
of the year. | q 
His son, however, while still sane, and be- 
fore losing his reason as the result of a life 
of almost unparalleled profligacy, was dis- 
tinguished for his aversion to everything 
Prussian, having fought against Germany 
in 1870. Moreover, the doctors declare that 
there was no hope of his ever recovering 
his mental faculties. His wife, in whose 
Charge he now is, is a French woman to 
the core, added to which there are so many 
questionable circumstances in connection 
with the manner in “which she recovered 
possession of her crazy husband after be- 
ing separated from him for more than thirty 
years that it was out of the question for 
the Kaiser to permit her to have any part 
in the administration of the Sagan property. 


With regard to the eldest son of the im- 
becile Duke, there were analogous objec- 
tions. In the first place he still forms part 
and parcel of the reserve of the French 
army, added to which he has been involved 
in all kinds of financial scrapes at Paris, 
spending almost an entire year in prison in 
connection with charges of forgery and 
fraud, liberty being eventually effected by 
means of a compromise with his accusers. 

It was. therefore difficult for Emperor 
William to look upon him as a satisfactory 
administrator of the Duchy of Sagan. At 
one time the Emperor was on the point 
of transferring the entire fieff to a Prussian 
member of the House of Talleyrand, Count 
Archibald, who is a younger brother of that 
Duke of Dino, now married to Miss Samp- 
son of New York, after being divorced from 
Miss Bessie Curtis of Boston. 

But it was pointed out to the Kaiser that 
this might not only lead to legal difficulties 
and lawsuits of one kind and another, but 
would likewise constitute an injustice to any 
children that might be eventually born to 
the crazy Duke’s eldest son. 

So finally the Kaiser made up his mind to 
vest the control of the estate in the hands 
of the dead Duke’s executors, and to keep 
the administration of the domains in the 
hands of trustees of Prussian nationality, 
such as Count Kanitz, until such time as 
the heir to the Dukedom should possess 
qualifications of a kind to furnish a guaran- 
tee of his loyalty to the Prussian Crown. 

Let me add that Count Kanitz has offered 
to Emperor William in behalf of the crazy 
Duke the latter’s oath of allegiance and 
fealty as Duke of Sagan, a title which the

* Washington, D. C., Dec’ 7.—The House to- 
@ay passed the anti-ticket scalping bill by a 
vote of 119 to 101. This action is the cul- 
mination of a ten years’ struggle on the part 
of the railroads to put an end to the busi- 
' giess of ticket scalping. The Interstate Com- 
merce commission first called attention to 
the subject in its report of 1888 and it has 
been before Congress ever since in one form 


or- another. 


The debate today lasted four hours and 
was spirited upon both sides, None of the 
amendments offered was adopted and the 
bill passed as reported by the committee. 


Provisions of the Bill. 


The bill requires the carriers subject to 
the interstate commerce act to provide each 
agent authorized to sell tickets with a cer- 
tificate, and makes it unlawful for an officer 
of such carrier to supply tickets to any but 
authorized agents. It makes violation of 
these provisions a misdemeanor, and pro- 
Vides for the redemption of unused or par- 
tially used tickets, and also provides penal- 
ties for forging or altering tickets. 

Mr. Sherman of New York said this legisla- 
tion had been repeatedly recommended by 
the Interstate Commerce committee, that it 
had the support of newspapers and commer- 
cial bodies, and that over 3,000 petitions in 
its favor had been presented to the House 
dyring the present Corgress. The business 
communities had come to.

This provision is embodied 
in am amendment which has been prepared 
by Senator Harris of Kansas. 

The Harris amendment wil) authorize the 
President to negotiate a treaty agreement 
with Great Britain for a joint guaranty of 
the permanent neutrality of the canal. It is 
designated to meet the English objections 
that the plans of Congress for American con- 
struction and control fly in the teeth of the 
expressed terms of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. . 

It is Senator Harris’ idea, and Senator Mor- 
gan agrees with him, that the simplest way 
to prevent any misunderstanding is to au- 
thorize the President to make an agreement 
of the kind contemplated by the amendment. | 

Several changes were made in the bill by 
the committee today, and Senator Morgan 
was authorized to press the matter upon the 
early consideration of the Senate. 

The most important change made is one 
leaving to the President to decide whether 
the bonds of the government shall be issued 
to aid the construction of the canal or the 
proceeds of the sale of the Pacific railroads 
shall be devoted for that purpose. 

The bill as now reported leaves the details 
of the construction in the hands of the Mar- 
itime company as before, and will contain 
a special provision limiting the amount of
